Northwest  Missouri  State  College 
ha.s  .signed  a  contract  with  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  Government  which  'Will 
permit  the  training  of  250  Air  Force 
nicii  in  a  period  of  twenty-two 
weeks,  beginning  April  23  and  ex¬ 
tending  lo  about  September  14. 

Last  Friday,  25  of  the  men  arrived 
on  the  campus  to  begin  their  train¬ 
ing.  Each  week  from  now  until  June 
25,  a  group  of  25  additional  students 
will  arrive.  Each  group  will  complete 
twelve  week.s  of  training  in  the  Air 
Force  Clerk-Typist  Program. 

Have  Five  Classes 
The  recruits  will  attend  classes 
in  typing,  English,  military  commun¬ 
ications,  filing,  and  records  nnd  re¬ 
ports. 

They  will  be  graduated  in  groups 
of  25  at  the  end  of  the  twelve  weeks’ 
training  and  will  receive  duty  as¬ 
signments  throughout  the  United 
States  as  clerk-typists. 

Living  accomodations  for  the  first 
25  nir  foi'ce  men  have  been  provided 
at  the  Men's  Quadrangle.

Tlie 
men  will  eat  in  the  Quadrangle  caf¬ 
eteria.

Industrial  Arts 
Group  Promote 
Color  Dynamics 

Color  dynamics,  -as-  used  In  Indu.s- 
try,  lias  been  ci'lnbllshcd  in  tho  gon- 
aral  sliop  department  on  the  ground 
floor  of  the  industrial  arts  building. 
Color  dynamics  Is  the  sclentiric 
utilization  of  the  energy  in  color  to 
promote  efficiency  In  work. 

The  effect  of  color  dynamics  is 
tremendous.  It  cuts  glare  to  n  min¬ 
imum  and  reduces  eye  tension 
wlilch  cnusc-s  fatigue.  The  eyes  arc 
constantly  adjusting  and  readjust¬ 
ing  fur  different  dlytanccs.  Eye 
muscles,  like  other  muscles,  tire 
■after  so  much  work.  They  com- 
miihicate  this  fatigue  to  other  parts 
of  the  '  body  causing  headaches. 

'  nervousiiess,  and  digestive  trouble. 

Change  Required  Labor 
'Putting  color  dynamics  to  use  in 
the  shop  has  required  considerable 
time  '  and  labor  by  students  and 
Instructors  during  the  winter 
quarter. 

-Before  the  program  was  begun,  the 
'ahop-was  painted  in,  gray  and  ap- 
•poared  dingy,  causing  a  slow-down 
■in  woi'k.  Now,  a  person  feels  as 
'  though'  he  is  receiving  a  "lift”  when 
•'he'  walks  through  the  shop.  Cheer¬ 
fully  painted  walls  and  machinery 
put  one  at  ease  and  in  a  mood  for 
■working. 

'Reduces  Eye  Fatigue 
Accidents  have  no  place  in  tho 
shop  now,  althoiijh  previously  they 
were  ^most  nonexistent.  Eye  fa¬ 
tigue  has  been  greatly  reduced  be¬ 
cause  tile  eyes  do  not  have  to  work 
'  aa  hard  to  see  an  object. 

■yellow,  which  is  highly  visible, 
is  used  as  a  caution  signal.  At 
times  it  is  banded  with  black  to 
make  tho  color  stand  out.  This 
'scheme  is  used  around  drop-offs 
and  on' objects  jutting  out  into  the 
aisles. 

'Red  Is  Danger  Color 
-Red,  the  danger  color,  is  uaed 
■  only  on  fire  equipment. 

•Ornhge,  which  is  a  sign  for  "on- 
guard.’’  is  used  on  bolts,  machine 
■guards, -'and  moving  parts. 

•'Aluminum  is  the  “hot”  paint  of 
the 'Shop.  All  units  connected  with 
heating  arc  coated  with  aluminum 
'  paint. 

''Machinery  is  Green 
'Machinery  is  painted  in  vista 
'■^ean  tvhich  causes  the  machine  to 
recede  and  brings  out  the  vital  parts 
'  inore  clearly. 

Green  la  used  throughout  the 
shop,  and  puts  a  person  in  the 
mood  for  accomplishing  his  work. 

Light  acoustical  ceilings  ore  an 
'added  improvement.  They  cause 
an  improvement  in  lighting  and 
considerably  reduce  the  noise  in  the 
shop. 

'The  industrial  arts  department 
'extends  an  Invitation  to  everyone 
to  visit  the  shop.

R.  T.  Wright,  head  of  the  agri¬ 
culture  department,  has  the  unusual 
hobby  of  collecting  bridle  buttons. 

With  the  innovation  of  the  motor 
car,  the  horse  has.  become  increas- 
inaly  scarce  as  a  means  of  trans¬ 
portation  and  so  are  the  buttons 
which  adorned  the  bridle  on  each 
side  of  the  animal’s  head. 

Ml-.  Wright’s  love  of  horses  plus 
the  revelation  in  a  hobby  magazine 
that  the  buttons  were  becoming  rare 
caused  him  to  start  this  unique  hob¬ 
by  in  1940. 

Most  Prized  Have  Glass  Centers 
The  button,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  members  of  the  motorage,  are 
about  an  inch  and  a  half  in  diam¬ 
eter  and  are  made  of  various  mat¬ 
erials  ranging  from  brass  to  bake- 
lite.  The  most  prized  are  those 
having  glass  centers  with  a  design 
of  some  sort  beneath  the  glass. 

Mr.  Wright  now  has  about  thirty 
of  tliese  buttons,  the  oldest  of  which, 
according  to  Mr.  Wright’s  sources 
of  information,  dates  back  to  use  by 
the  Union  Cavalry  in  the  Civil  War. 
Mr.  Wright’s  collection  has  a 
matched  pair  of  these  bearing  the 
letters  “U.  S." 

“Copies”  Arc  Not  Desired  • 

The  matched  pairs  of  the  buttons 
are  worth  about  three  dollars  to 
the  present  collector’s  market.  Mr. 
Wright  points  out  that  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  facsimiles  or  copies  can  be 
bought  but  that  "they  never  saw  a 
horse”  and  therefore  he  is  not  in¬ 
terested  in  those  specimens. 

Mr.  Wright  has  built  up  his  col¬ 
lection  from  flurchases  from  friends 
and  supply  houses,  and  throuib 
gifts  from  friends.  His  first  ac¬ 
quisition  came  '  from  ’  a  friend  in 
Florida. 

Are  Mounted  on  Plywood 
All  of  the  buttons  are  carefully 
mounted  on  plywood  boards  with 
framing  so  that  they  can  be  readily 
viewed  ‘  and  easily  protected  from 
damage  or  loss. 

If  you  are  looking  for  a  hobby 
that  is  certainly  not  run-of-the- 
miir'and  doesn’t  cost  a  fortune  to 
start  and  maintain,  this  may  be 
your  answer.

Showing  how  progre.s.s  in  chemi¬ 
cal  research  has  contributed  lo  rais¬ 
ing  tile  standard  of  living  was  the 
theme  of  a  t.alk  delivered  by  Mr. 
Vernon  S.  Peterson,  Mid-west  Dis¬ 
trict  Manager  of  Du  Ponfs  Exten¬ 
sion  Division  to  several  classes  and 
in  n  Horace  Mann  assembly,  April  18. 

Using  as  his  subject,  “Progress  in 
Better  Living,"  the  speaker  told  not 
only  of  the  newest  developments  in 
chemical  research,  but  how  these 
developments  get  out  of  the  test 
tubes  into  the  hands  of  the  public. 

Light  Goes  .Around  Corner 
Mr.  Peterson  related  the  story 
behind  the  development  of  ny¬ 
lon.  and  of  "Lucite”  acrylic  res¬ 
in — the  versatile  plastic  which  has 
contributed  to  medical  science'  by 
making  it  pos.sible  to  turn  light 
around  a  coi'ner— among  many  other 
chemical  discoveries. 

A  native  of  the  Middle  West.  Mr. 
Peterson  is  intimately  acquainted 
with  tho  gro.vth  of  the  area.  He  be¬ 
lieves  "there  is  progress  only  as 
long  as  it  i.s  tlie  wish  and  the  will 
of  the  people  to  provide  conditions 
that  make  it  possible." 

Has  Much  Experience 
Thi.s  obsei'vation  has  'grown  out 
of  years  of  association  with  the  Du 


Pont  Company  and  with  agricultural 
engineering.  Mr.  Peterson  is  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Kansas  State  College.  Prior 
to  joining  Du  Pont,  he  served  as 
agricultural  extension  engineer  in 
Iowa  and  rennsylvania.  He  also  was 
acting  director  of  the  Iowa  U.  S. 
Forest  Service  CCC  camps,  and  state 
administrator  of  Soil  Conservation 
in  Indiana. 

Mr.  Peterson  has  long  been  active 
In  farm  organizations,  and  he  is 
at  present  a  member  of  the  Farm 
Conference 'Of  the  National  Safety 
Council  and  several  other  techni¬ 
cal  groups.
